the new appointment* shortly after 
noon today.

Mr. Bacheller Is connected with the 
Northwestern Trust company of 
Grand Forks and has been active in 
civic affairs of that city. Mr. Baird 
¿S u Dickinson banker, a major in the 
N ational Guard ahd a member of the 
North Dakota State Senate. 
It is understood Mr. Bachtller and 
Mr. Bard will accept the appoint­ 
ments. Judge Cooley stated that 
jAtere w is no Jivislon of work 
'tgned to the two men, this being 
left tf them. They are named as 
jointly exercising power. 
Jui’.ge Cooley baa taken no action 
as yet upon the petition filed by At- 
torm y General Shafér In whfch he 
asked that 63 banks be declared in­ 
solvent and receivers named, other 
than disposing of demurrer* in some 
cases. According to Attorney Gen­ 
eral Shafer .many of the banks named 
in the petition have defaulted in an­ 
swer and will not contest proceed, 
ings. 
Time for answer by severkl 
banks named In a second petition of 
Mr. Shafer has hot expired. 
The newly appointed receivers will 
replace present bank receivers. Mr. 
Hanna declined th* eppolntttient as 
general receiver because ef the 
pressure of other*/business, petticu- 
larly because he now is managing 
several estates and feels that it 
would not be fair to those asking 
him to do this to turn to another 
task.

1 wish to express to yon and to 
our Supreme Court Justiesi my ap- 
treciatioii for the confidence which 
ou qnd they have expressed by ten­ 
dering to me this appointment. 
It is with regret that .( feel the 
necessity of declining the appoint­ 
ment for if I were to accept the ap­ 
pointment, in justice to you and to 
our Supreme Court, I would need to 
give the Receivership my undivided 
time and attention In order to secure 
results for those who are the cre|ii- 
tors of the banke, and with all of 
the work and worry connected with 
the prbposition, in view i Of the fact 
that the cloaed banks are so widely 
scattered, and that the claime due 
the banks run into so many thou 
sands, I feel that I' would not be 
justified in undertaking a work so 
arduous, and I fear my health would 
not permit me to take hold of lo 
large an undertaking.

A CONSTRUCTIVE ACT - 
The act of Ihc lust Icjíislature in which authority over 
, closed banks in the state was centralized has been sustained 
t-y the supreme court in affirming District Judge Cooley’s 
«lecision over-ruling demurrers to the petition of Attorney- 
Ccnoral Shafer as required by the law, and in furtherance 
of the act Judge Cooley with the advice of many others and 
approval of the supreflie court had asked L. B. Hannar to 
.assume Ihe position of general receiver of closed banks. 
The legislative act was fought hard during the session, yet 
it appears to be the logical method of meeting the situation 
and with conscientihus and able administration the act may 
in the future become known as one of the most constructive 
acts of the legislative body. 
It is a procedure new in the 
handling of closed banks, and its operation probably will be 
vatriied wiith interest in Montana, Iowa, South Dakota and 
Minnesota where there are man/^ closed banks. 
. 
Receivership figures speak for themselves. 
Though 
lacking in detail they have been sufficient to show that the 
method of placing the affairs of each small bank in the hands 
of one receiver is wasteful. 
Expenses of the receivership 
in manv instances have been enormous. The salary which 
' is fixed by law oftentimes has been greater than nece.ssary 
to'pay. It has become a common expectation in many quar­ 
ters that a receivership will dissolve a large part of the 
• asSots of any corporation forced into involuntary liquidatiop, 
and the North Dakota law was enacted to prevent just such 
a.candition, and to save as much as possible from the wreck­ 
age of closed banks to the depositors. 
• - The spirit in which Judge Cooley, ithe supreme court and 
other offioials met the problem o.f nalWing a general receiver 
for*all the banks augurs well for Ihe success of the adminis­ 
tration. Patently it is the job .of a big financier to handle 
• t^e affairs of all closed banks. 
In asking L. B. Hanna to 
accept the position the authorities cho.se* an able financier, 
whose administration would inspire confidence. 
Mr, Háhna 
states he iS unable to accept^ the position. The manner in 
which authorities have approached the problem of selecting 
rthe administrator of the law assures us that another able 
financier and conscientious administrator will be named.
